The Pope and the American Pilfirrinis 
-r-Figliting: In Macedonia— Kaiser 
Wilhelm's Speecli. 

London, Aug. —The judicial commit 
tee of tho privy oonnoil to-day resumed the 
hearing of tho prohibition appeal from On- 
tario to doolde whothor tho power to paaa 
prohibitory liquor loglolation belongs to tho 
federal or provincial authorities in Canada. 
Tho Hon. Edward Blake, Q C, M.P., who 
is watching th3 case in the interost of tho 
Brewers and Distillers' Assooiation of Oa- 
tarlo, occupied tho whole day in arguing 
that tho appeal should bo dismiBSod. Mr. 
Blake contended that tho British North 
Anioriea Act gjve tho Dominion parliament 
full uimtrol of tho rojjulation of trade and 
)oniinerco throuKhouc tho Uoiuinion. Tho 
f<overnnient, moreover, [he contended, de- 
pended largely upon the moneys raised by 
tho duties upon alcoholic liquors for revenue 
to enable it to meet public obllgaitions. 
Kventually tho hearing of tho appeal was 
again adjourned. 

The Boarolty of bread and the closing of 
the bizaata to prevent disorders has led to 
serious rioting in Tabriz (The troops dis- 
persed blie riotersi twenty of whom were 
killed. The mob carried bbo corpses to tho 
Russian ooniulate and demanded protection 
against the soldiers. The consul thereupon 
visited the governor, who promised a re- 
duction in the price of broad. Nothing has 
been done In tho matter, and the troops 
wore still firing on tho mob when this dis- 
patch waa sent. Tabriz is an important 
oily of Northern I'oraia, aud has a popula- 
tion of more than 100,000. Ruasla expects 
to annex Persia before long, and tho appeal 
of the people to ibo Russian consul for pro- 
tection shows how friendly the poor aro 
toward the C/. ir'a govornmenb. 

The Standards Vienna correspondent 
telegraphs that Count Goluchowsky arrived 
ab Ausao ab noon and spent throe hours 
with Prince Hobeoioho, after which be pro- 
ceeded to Ischel. 

An oflisial dispatch has been received at 
Madrid which aays the Spaniards have de- 
feated the rebels under Jose Macoo near 
Santiago do Cuba, and that several of the 
rebels were killed. 

Kmperor William b9Brded the German 
warship Woarth to-day, this being the anni- 
versary of the battle of Woerth, aud made 
a epoech. He pointed out how the battle 
of Woerth was the beginning of a oampaign 
In which the union of ithe Gerounraae had 
already found expression. Frinoe Henry of 
Pruasia called for cheen for Hla Majesty 
and the appeal WM heartily reapondad t«. 

The Chronicle has a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople which Biya : A man from 
UakuQ, who traversed tho disturbed dis- 
trlob, reports that a aevoro engagement has 
taken place with the insurgents n^iar 
Strumitzi, In which Ihs Turks lose 500 
killed and wounded and the insurgents loat 
100 wounded, all of whom were placed in a 
hospital ab Salonica. 

The pope said maaa at 3 p-m. In the ball 
of the oonsiatory, Rome, in proaonoe of tho 
American pilgrims who aro there, a deputa- 
tion of tho Paaalonlst fathers of America 
and about 200 American tourlata. liiahop 
Burka afterward presented the pilgrims to 
the Pupo, who, standing in front of the 
altar, aaid a few kindly and consoling words 
to each. Father Smith presented to .the 
Pope several thousand dollars subscribed 
by the pilgrims last nigbb. His Holiness 
presented each pilgrim with a silver Virgin 
Mary medal, and alao, at their request, 
gave them the candles lighted during the 
mass whioh was said by him. Xbese will be 
used at the (ThanksgiviDg mass after the re- 
turn of the pilgrims to Amerloa, The Pope 
alao reoeived the deputation of the Pasaion- 
•st fathers. He appeared to be in good 
health. TbepUgrima visited the basilica oi 
S'.. Paul this evening. They will ataro for 
Niploa on Thuraday naxb.

Coux, in tho crowd, fired fiva revolver shots 
at M, Vuillemin while he was going to 
church. Throe of thom took cfTect, though 
the wounds Icfloted wore not serious. 
Directly after wards a Iromondous ex- 
plosion was hoard, and Do Coux'a body 
waa hurif <1 aeveral yards, while ten of the 
bystanders woro injured by the explosion. 
Dd Conx's father rushed up to the body of 
his eon, and kiolsing him exolaimod : 
" CanaillOi assassin I" De Coux had been 
carrying a bomb beneath his ooat, and it 
was prematarely exploded. De Coux waa 
disemboweled and terribly mutilated, aud 
expired immediately. He waa discharged 
in the colliery after a atrike in 1893. 

ATTEMPT ON DUEBANT.

San Francisco, Aug. G — Tho first at- 
tempt to do violence to Theodore Durrant, 
on trial for the mnrder of Blanche Lament, 
since lila Iiioarccration, was mado yesterday 
as tho defendant was leaving tlie court- 
room. The priaoner was In the custody of 
'ho chief j»iler, when a wild-looking young 
man rushed from tho crowd towords Dur- 
rant with tho evident intention of aaaaulting 
him. The jailor throw him ofT and he 
waa aeizad by two deputy ahoriila before he 
could aim his weapon. lb is believed that 
ho is insano. Judge Murphy oxpecta to got 
through with tho trial in leaa than a month 
The court haa announced that the author 
and aotora of tho ploy, " The Crimo of tho 
Century," would not bo punlahed for con- 
tempt of court in producing it, as he oon- 
aidered the manager of the .theatre alone to 
blame in produolng the play despite jndiolal 
interference.

CoNSTANTiNOi'LE, Aug. 5.— The reply of 
the Porte to the demands of the powers for 
Armenian reforms is oonoiliatory and on 
many points agrees with the powers' de- 
mands. It proposes to appoint Christian 
assessors to aeaiat the Turkish provinoial 
government and to admit a proportion of 
the Christiana among the minor officials, 
police and gendarmes, and also pcomleea to 
restrain the Kurds from violence. It also 
declurea that some of tho powers' demands 
aro not acueptablo or impossible of execu- 
tion. It ia probable that tho powers will 
not bo satisfied wirh tho reply. 

London, Aug. C — The Anglo- Armenian 
association has learned from Constantinople 
that tho aigners of the Berlin treaty have 
agreed to send a note to tho Porto aunouno- 
log thab as Turkey is unable to protect the 
Uvea of her Christian aubjeota, the powers 
have decided to appoint a Enropean high 
commissioner with vioeregal anthirity to 
administer Armenia in place of the Sultan. 
Biron Killoway will be appointed. He 
oomPB from an anoienb family of Hnngary. 
In 1881 ho was miniator of foreign affairs 
for the empire, during the Interim between 
tho death of Count von Haymorle and the 
nomination of Kalnoky. In 1882 he was 
miniater of finance in the Austrian cabinet 
and ab tho aamo time adminiatrator of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, under the Berlin 
treaty, and haa given attention to tho ijasb- 
ern question all through his public life. 

Tho Berlin treaty, whidh gave Bosnia and 
Herzegovina to Austria, provided than in 
oase Turkey misgoverned Armenia the great 
powers should havo the right to interfere 
and reform the administration. If tho dia- 
patoh ia correct, Armenia has b^en perman- 
ently lost to Turkey. 

The Anglo-Armenian Aaaoclation's ikd- 
vloes from Conatantinoplo aay that Lord 
Saliabury haa demanded the unconditional 
and immediate release of all Armenian 
political prisoners not convicted by a legally 
constituted tribunal. 

The Daily News has advices from Ar- 
menia, July 29, that the condition of the 
Armenians is worse than over. They re- 
gard Shakir Pasha aa their worst enemy* 
and'hia appointment aa a contemptnona do- 
fiance of Europe's demand. Dalib jrate per- 
aeontlon, slaughter and pillage of the Armen- 
ian^ are panned with theaamerntbleaa yA {or 
and fiendiah ingenuity as in former ytai^s. 
Every day news arrives of fresh murdctij 
wholesale imprisonments and piilsges. . !£he 
auibor ities in the great towns from time to 
time march heavily manacled gangs of 
limping and wounded Armenian prisoners 
through the streets. If the Soitan is court- 
ing a revolution he will surely have his way. 
Unltaa the persecution ia atopped the coun- 
try will soon be in auob a blaza that noth- 
ing short of Russian occupation will ex- 
tinguish It. 

Chester, Aug. 6 — The town hall was 
packed with people to-day and tho audience 
included a number of Armenians, in antici- 
pation of hearing the long looked for apeech 
of Mr. Gladatone upon tho Armenian ques- 
tion. Among thoBo present were tho Bishop 
of Ripon and Mesrrs. D. R. Cliflfjrd and 
Robert T. Paine, of tho American Peace So- 
ciety. The audience arose with vociferous 
oheers when Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, the 
Duke of Weatminater, the Bishop of Ches- 
ter and the Mayor of Chester entered the 
ball. The diatingulahed vlaltora were oon~ 
ducted to seata on the platform and th» 
oheering did not eubside until the Duke of 
Westmmater, chairman of the meeting, 
arose to speak. 

Tho Duke, after a few opening remarka, 
read a letter from the Marqula of Salisbury 
notifying the Duke that the anm of £1^000 
aubaoribed for the relief of the Armenians 
had been forwarded to tho Britiah ombaaaa- 
dor at Constantinople, who had been given 
full discretion as to way In which the money 
should ba diatributed. Mr. Gladstone then 
roso, amid an outbarab of cnthuaiaatio ap- 
plause of all desoriptions, and in addressing 
the audience said tho Armenian question 
was not a party matter or a religious afl.jir. 
Continuing, the great I'jngllsh statesman 
said tlio present situation in Armenia re- 
sulted from intolerably b>d govornment, 
perhaps the worst on tho face of the world. 
(Applause ) Mr- Gladstone then read a re- 
solution to the eflect that : 

" Thia meeting exproaees its conviction 
that Her Majesty's government will have 
the cordial support of tho entire nation, 
without distinction of party, in any meas- 
ure It may adopt in order to secure for the 
Armenians auoh refornia In tho admlniatra- 
tion of the province aa will provide an 
effective guarantee for the safety of life, 
honor, religion and property, and that no 
reform can be effected without the oontinu- 
ouB control of the European powers,"

BOARD OF TRADE COUNCIL. 

Design for the Cover of the Annual Reiiort 
Selected— Projected Visit to the 
Kootcnay Country. 

Tho counoil of the British Columbia Board 
of Trade had seventeen different designs to 
select from yesterday when they met to con- 
sider the sketches that hod been sent In by 
competitora for the $10 prize for the moat 
appropriate cover for the annual report of 
the board. There waa certainly not muoh 
similarity of design and some of them were 
distinctly original. Some showed great care 
in execution and others were simply tho 
rough idea dashed off by the artist. Trees, 
mining scones and salmon seemed to have 
tho preference of the designers, while ono 
or two depended for effect on classio figures, 
The counoil when they sat in jadgment on 
the pictures quickly discarded all but three 
or four and finally decided on one by a 
Japanese artist, S. Namuro, whoso design 
waa a simple akotoh of aoenory with a 
picture of the board of trade building. 

The B.C. Agricultural Aaaoclation having 
asked the board to uae their efforts toward 
arranging an excursion of businoBs men 
during exhibition wook from the Sound 
cities similar to that of laat year, tho secre- 
tary was inatruoted to write to Seattle, Ta- 
coma. Port Townaond and other places to 
see what could bo done. 

There was a little general talk over the 
proposed visit to the Knotenay mining coun- 
try of a number of the members of the 
board. Impressed with the Importance of 
the trade and ever growing development of 
that purt of tho provinca, a number of load- 
ing lijainoes men are making their arrango- 
monta to piy a two woeka' viait to West 
Ivootonay, so as to thoroughly graap tho 
position of trade there, the various lines of 
communication and tho best means of get- 
ting that part of tho province thoroughly in 
touch with the Coast. The different mining 
camps and towns will be visited, and the ro- 
qairementa and possibilities of that part of 
the province will receive attention. Tho 
party will likely consist of thirty or forty 
business men.

Cbtnese "Vegetarians" at Wbasauff 
Attack the Gbinese of Eug- 
laad Mlsstun. 



Ten Persons Killea-FeBrfni Crnelties 
Perpetrated-The Sitnation Ex- 
tremely Sertons, 

LOHMK, Aug. 6.— A Shfttaghfti diapatoh to 
the Ximu received yeeterdBy BBye : The 
mhaton nnd eiknitariam at Wh&aang, near 
Kaobang, province of Fokein, huB been ab. 
taolced and Bev. Mr. Stuart, wife and cbild> 
were burned in ttieir iioaee. The Mieaea 
Yellow and Marsbali, and two aiatere named 
Gordon and Steetio Neweombei were mur'' 
dered with apeara and aworda. Mias Cord- 
ington waa serioualy wounded about the 
head, and Stnarl'B eldoat child hud a knee- 
cap badly iajured, while tbo youngeeb had 
an eye gouged out. Rev. Mr, Phillips, with 
two Amerioana, Dr. Gregory and Mies 
Hartford, wore both wounded, bijt arrived 
8af«ly at Foooliowfoo. The prefect of Cheng- 
tu, who waa on the inquiry oommiasloi], is 
aerionaly implicated in the Chengtu oui- 
ragea, Kev. Mr. Stuart reaidea at Kuohang 
and anperintenda the work of theprefccturca 
of Knobang and Fingnang. Writing under 
date of I'ebraary, 1895, be deaoribed how a 
aeot known aa the vegetariana, taking ad- 
vantage of the war, had eprnng into vigor- 
one life and oimmitted nomerona outrugea 
and b>eome «o formidable that the oonverte 
wanted him to organize and arm. He oon- 
olnded hia tetter aa fsllowa: "Ihavejuat 
learned that ben thonaand of theae have 
been enliated in the last eix months. They 
aro iiioatly of the loweut order and at the 
preeoQt ticne the reina of government are 
practically In thtir haada." 

The lasc letter, dated April 6. from Kev. 
Mr. Stuart dnecriboa the critical condition 
of Bff<»ira at) ICuohong. Mr. Stuart wrote : 
" Ten daya u^o we were awakened at 4 
o'clock in the morning by a native clergy- 
man who orouBcd the river in order to bring 
ua the atartling news that the vetjotarian 
rebola were oipeoted ai daylight in Kucbeng. 
The gateway of the city waa being blocked 
with timber and atone in order to prevent 
their entry. We had one hundred men, 
women bi:«1 children in our compound out- 
aide tbe town. We paaaed a terrible time 
of Buapenae until daybreak, when torrents 
of rain fell, and the vogetariivns, not liking 
the rain, postponed thoir attack. All the 
miasion party atarted to get inaide of 
Kuobeng. The male and female atalTa 
in the early morning, after cross 
ing tbe river in atnall parties in o 
tiny boat, reached Kuobeng wall, the gates 
of which were blooked and had to be acaled 
WItb Ivddera. During the three following 
daya bodies of oitizana guarded the walla, 
armed with prongs and maty aworda. On 
the fourth day the gatea were opened and 
the mandarin ia oommand ooDlerred with 
the vegetarian leaders. What occarred 
daring cbe interview we do nob know, but 
nobody beliovoa that wo have eoen the end 
of thia matter. Such a serioua alTtkir oannob 
be so easily patched up and it ia probably 
only iMgun." Mr. Stuart's letter concluded: 
" All the women and children, on the advice 
of the American and British «onauIa, will be 
aent to khe ooast. Tbe opinion prevails that 
if a Japaneae Cbinese treaty ia arranged the 
Boldiers will be sent from Foochow to arreat 
the leaders of tbe robela, bub if not ar 
ru:ged, then tbe vegetariana will increaae 
sufficiently to make tbe rising a auoceaa." 

A two-oolumn letter from Hankow on the 
Szechnen miselon ontragea, published by the 
Timea, deolures bhat bhe offioiaia are at the 
bottom of all the anti-foreign feeling, and 
that tbe Cbineso people tbemaolves are 
quite friendly. The letter suggeata that if 
tbe powers tried a little boii^^olenb retalia- 
tion it wonid prove an infallible cure. 

The Standard's apeoial from Shanghai 
aaya bhat bhe news of the maaaaoro was aap 
preaaed for three daya by the Chinese 
ofiSoials, J. McConrtney Hiuon, American 
oonanl at Fooobowfoo, with aereral volun- 
teers, went to the aoene in a ateam launch 
and bronght baok the two woaoded Ameri 
cam. "Their experiencea," tbe dispatch 
says, "were terrible, and death waa 
the tesmh part of the Bufferings of 
bhe butchered womeo." The indignation 
here ia inteoae. The mandarina endeavored 
to throw all the blaoQb on aeoreb societies, 
bub it ia known that they ware encouraged 
by reaponsible officera. The Chineae are re- 
peating their old tactics of cutting tele- 
graphic communication. 

Another Foochow foo telegram eaye that 
all lite murdered btdiea belonged to the 
Church of Eoglund Z nana miaalon. Miaa 
Hartford wuB fearfully injured, and bears 
evidence of the fuurful treatment and cruel- 
ty she received at: the hands of the mob. 
■Several children have been killed, the map 
eacro eommencod early on Thuraday, anl 
included eight ladiee, a man and child. Tbe 
bodiea are expected tn arrive at Fooobowfoo 
to-morrow. Troops have been dispatched 
to the atene. The British and American 
conenla will have an interview with the 
viceroy. 

Offioiaia of tho foreign office have cabled 
instructions to the British minietcr at Pekin, 
to demand tho safety of all British eubjeota 
in dlatarbed diatricts, and to inalat upon 
fall inquiry into the oiaaaaere. In addition, 
Mr. O'Connor has been ordered to see that 
the onlprita are punlabed, and that an inde- 
pendent inquiry be made into the Kaohecg 
maaaaore by the British consular court. 

The Times conimcrtB editorially on tbe 
masnaore as follows : " The Kuohang out- 
rages will juatly form the eubjeui; of strong 
ropreaentationa to China by Koglund, and 
probably by America alao. It ia quite poa- 
sible that tho cuiragea are duo to the em- 
bittered feeling againab foreignore orgend- 
erod by tho cilamltiea of war, and that tho 
mandarina believe that a blow must bo 
atruok now or never to frighten foreigners 
againab availing bhemaclvca of tho conccs- 
sions granted under tho recent Cblneae- 
Japaneae treaty." 

Tho Standard, in ita editorial on the out- 
rage, aaya ; " Wo muat apeak to China in a 
mamior which cannot bo miaundorstood. 
Not only muat the murdorora bo puniahed, 
bub a thorough e.xample muat bo made of 
tbe offioiaia whose neglect permite euch out- 
rsBea " 

HoNOKONtJ, Aug. G — All bhoao who were 
blUcd were Hritiah. Tho Amerioana cecaped. 
There waa no provocation for tho outragea. 
The Fogien province ia in the southern part 
of China. Amoy la ita best known city, 
and Formoaa waa formerly included In it. 
The ooaalon of Formosa probably infuriated 
tho inhabitants of the province, who had 
previously been alarmed by tho Japanese 
threat to attack Amoy. 

Wabunoton, Aug. 6. — Tbe State depart- 
ment haa jnat received the following cable 
from United States Consul-General Jernl- 
f!an : Shanghai, Aug. G — Hiion, United 
States oonaui at Foo Chow, wlron : " Ameri- 
can miaaion property at Yun Fuh burned. 
Dotaiia of Ku Cheng maaaaore horrible. 
Houiea atealtblly anrrounded and Bleeping 
women and ohildran apeared to death. 
Sitnation uoMttlad." The diapatoh ihova 
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that no Amerioana wore killed, bnb that the 
maaaaoro of British subjaota waa greater 
than at first reported. The consul general'a 
diapatoh is aa follows: "Amerioana all 
aafe. None hurt. Ten Bribiah killed 
Atthongh Mx, Jernigan does not uao 
tbe word " mlaaionaries " in bia dis- 
patch, there ia no donbb felt by 
the offioiaia of this etate department that he 
refera bo them. 

When word caiae of tbe trouble tbe cue 
tomary iuBtruotionB were aent to Miniater 
Deuby to aee that American iutereata were 
protected. A meaaage received laat night 
from llio miniater aaya that small boats 
could roach tho place quicker than marinea. 
Adiniral Carpenter, In oommand of tho 
Cbineso atabion, has authority to uao hia 
veaaola and men to aaaiat in affordiDg any 
proteotion that may bo regarded aa necoa- 
eury. The lack of abipa of light draught, 
that oun penetrate tho ahallow waters of the 
Chinese rivers, ia a aerlous embarrassment 
to tho uuthoritioa. 

SiiA.NcnAl, Aug, 6 —Tho Mercury of thia 
city publishes a diapatoh from Fooohow aay- 
Ing that the poaiCion of tho Kuropeuna ia 
critical owing to tho open hostility of tho 
nativea and native offioiaia. It adds that if 
the outbreak occurs tho native oliioiala will 
be unable to cope with the mob. Fukien 
province ia said to be in a state of rebellion 
and the American mission at Fung Fuk in 
that province haa been burned. Europeana 
and Americans have telegraphed for gun- 
boats to protect the foreign aettlpment. The 
British miniater at Pelcing, Mr. N. R. 
O'Connor, haa made demand upon the 
Chineae foreign office for a military escort 
from the Britleh oon^alata in Fooohow in 
order to enable Um ti>-Tiait the acene of the 
Ku Cheng maaaaore and hold an inquiry. 
Mr. O'Connor also poaitivelv requeated that 
the Chineae government lasue a dcorco 
ordering capital punishment of tho offen- 
dera, and that atringent orders bo made for 
the proteotion nf all missionaries throughout 
China. The Chinese government baa as- 
sented without demur to the demands of the 
British miniater. 






STAHHINI+ A l' SEATTLE. 

The AliiioHC Katal Result of A Fiirall}' Fend— 
A. Wdiimn UitiaerclfuUy Beaten. 

Seattle, Aug. 5. — Aa the result of a fpud 
between the MoMahon and Ott families, 
who live near tbe liiy View brewery, 
Andrew Johnson now liea at police head- 
quarters, hia left aide badl^ cut with a knife, 
and Mrs. Otb is ab her home badly used up 
from the efTocta of a brutal beating. The 
encounter happened about six o'clock on 
Saturday evening, when Mrs. Otb was pick- 
ing up wood along the beaoh near Johnson's 
place. While thua engaged, sho waa 
fiercely attacked, it ia aaid, by John Mo- 
MahoD and wife, William Shanahaii and 
Mike O'Neil. Seeing tho aseault Johnson 
took it upon himself to reacue tho over- 
matched woman, who, tbe atory goea, was 
being unmercifully beaten by McMahon. 
Johnson, it ia aaid, caught bold of tbe aaaail- 
ant, who stood flver the prostrate woman, 
when McMahon Is said to have drawn a 
knife and plunged lb Into Johnson'c side, a 
few icobes below tbs mmplt. 

The wounded man staggered away and 
started toward town. He bad wandered 
about fully three-fourths of a mile, tbe lilood 
spurting from the wound, growing weaker 
at every atep. Juat bben Ohiei of Police 
Rogera happened ulong in hia baggy, and 
seeing the condition of tbe man, took him 
up and inquired into tbe trouble. Jobnaon 
gave him the full account as be was 
driven rapidly to headquarters. Then 
followed quickly the arreab of Mc- 
Mahon, Mra. McMahon, Shanahan and 
O'Neil. Dr. F. S. Palmer, city physician, 
found thab the knife had punctured tho 
muacica of the breast, but than no vital 
organ had been atruck. Though tho loss of 
blood had been great, ho aaw no cnuae for 
alarm unless blood poisoniug should ensue 
or some complication arise. Johnson ia a 
'longaborcnian of Norwegian birth, .'17 yoara 
of ago. He aaya ho took no part in tho 
previous quarrola of the two families, and 
only did ao at thia time becaueo ho could not 
atand by and see a holpleaa woman beuton 
unmercifully.

A OITY PARTY. 

The intelligent inhibitanta of cities both 
in the United States and Canada are begin- 
ning to aoo the importance of having muni- 
oipAl afr.iira well manacied. A groat deal of 
attention has been in Canada directed to 
Dominion politioa and to provincial politioi, 
but oivio politto] have been oonaidered very 
•mall potatooa and nob worth bothering 
about. The oonaequence ia thikt the man- 
agement of the Etirdiirs of cities baa been 
placed in the hands of men of limited intel- 
ligeooe and small oapaolty, with the result 
that Canadian oitiea aa a rule are nob well 
governed. The same atate of things eziata 
in the Ud' .'J States. Municipal bodies 
there as .. r'.e are not only unlntellltront 
and 1 <ipi ., bat they are also lamentably 
Qor''jp!:, The money of the citizens is 
wai.eJ And misapplied asd not a littlo of it 
stolen outright. The most deplorable aoan- 
dala have been brought to light. 

The attention of honest citizena has boon 
directed to the prevalence of civic mlsgov- 
ernmont with the view of finding some 
maaoR to chook it and to bring about a bet- 
ter atate of things. The importance of 
having the affairs of cities well managed 
haa been Inaiated upon with great force and 
peraiatency. The inhabitants have been 
told that) they have hitherto placed too low 
an estimate on the importanoo of good city 
government, that thoy have not realized 
how maob having the affaira of oitiea well 
managed meana to their inhabitants. It 
has been oontended by the advooatea of 
oivio reform that in a certain and a very 
aeriona aenae the good government of the city 
ia of more importance to the citi/oua than ia 
the good government of the state or pro- 
vince, or even of tho nation. Ono of the 
rsinlta of this agitation for oivio reform is 
the deaire to form a city party, a party 
which will have for its aole object civic re- 
form. The Century Magazine, which has 
done a groat dec! towards awakening the 
public of the United States to tho import- 
ance of better oity government, in an article 
in the August number on the need of a City 
Party, says : 

The groat thing to bo sought is a party 
which in all munioipal elootions will act 
upon the principle that the intereata of the 
oity are paramount and will not be waived 
for any other intereata whatever. 

The Century goea on to aay that in many 
oitiea of the United States the work of 
munioipal reform has advancod to far that 
the building up of suoh a party would bo 
only a quoution of time if the work were un- 
dertaken and peraisted In with unooD(iuor- 
ablo spirit. " In fact," it continues, " the 
work haa been began in nearly all thoae 
oitiea now, but lb has not been formulated 
with BufTicient definitenoati and has not yet 
got into shape which promises ultimate suc- 
cess. Wo are confident, however, that tho 
proper spirit haa boon awakened and that 
within a few years tho harvest will bo 
gathered." 

We wiah we could say this rolativo to the 
formation of suoh a party in thia oity. lb 
aeema to ua that the citizena have given up 
in diaguat all hope of having tho ally's 
affairs well managed. When they hoar that 
a now blunder has boon made, that another 
work haa been mismanaged, that : more 
money haa been wasted or misapplied, and 
that an old abuse has been oonttnaed, they 
merely shrug their shoulders and ask 
"What elae could yon expeob! Thia is 
how the city's business is always conducted 
and thoro does nob seem any ohance of a 
ohango for tho bettor," Nor will there aa 
long as the citizens remain in thia state of 
paaaive diaoontent. Why not form a city 
party which will keep a watohfu) eye on tho 
way in which the oity'a buslnoaa ia trans- 
aotad, which will apeak out loudly and 
energabioally when aay act of miamanago- 
menti or wasto ia committee], and which will 
devote Ita energies to doing what la re- 
qaired to bring about all neoeasary and prao- 
tidal reforms. 



OUNS AND ARMOR. 

A good deal waa said not long ago about 
tho rivalry that existed between artillery 
and armor. As soou BB a DOW oannon or a 
now projeotile waa invented new armor was 
devised of a material and a thickness to 
resist the latest Improvement in artillery. 
This rivalry has bson goinR on until both 
guna and armor have attained a very high 
degree of perfection. Prodiolious were ven- 
tured as to which would be moatoffeotlvo 
when thoy uhould be aubjaoted to the teat 
of real warfare. Some said that the arm 
ored ahipa would be tusless, that pierced by 
tho irreaiatiblo aho^ they would sink like bo 
many orackod iron pots. Armor hud its de- 
fondorp, but thoro woro many niiagivinga as 
tn tho resiotiug power of the armored ships. 
\Voll, armored ships have boon eubjeoted 
to the test of aotual warfare, and 
Capb. A, T. Mahan, of tho United States 
navy, and outhor of the "leflueDco of Sea 
Power on History," has chronicled tho re- 
sult in a letter to tho Century Magazine. 
Ono of the leaeoaa from tho Valu fight, ho 
aaye, la: " The failareof the heavy projootilee 
to penetrate the Chinese armor whioh they 
abruck, while it atrengthena the argument of 
those who favor the battle ship as the chief 
constituent of tho naval foroo, and doaervsa 
tho close attention of all persona, lay aa well 
as naval, who are perplexed at the alternate 
orowing of both parties In the wearisome 
conteat between guna and armor. The re- 
aalb ahowa, aa moat of as oonld have fore 
seen, had we atoppod to think, that armor is 
actually far bettor protection than is indi 
cated by the trials of tho teating 
ground, whoro for purposes of 
trome proof all the cQ chances 
are given to the gun. On the trial ground 
the victory of the gun haa, with ocoaaionnl 
Huotuationa of opinion, boon gouorally taken 
aa proved ; in the Yulu light the armor, 
thanks to tho operation of oaases carefully 
excluded in testing, came out ahead when 
it was atruck." 

Thia ia satisfactory, for it would be most 
alarming as well aa moat regrebtable from 
several points of view if the armor was found 
unable to stand the teab of aotual warfare. 
In that caae the millions upon millions that 
have been spent in buildlog armored ahipa 
weald have been wasted, and the navies uf 
the world would have to bo built over again 



UNPLBDQISD. 



One peculiarity about the late election In 
Great Britain was that the Unionist parly 
went into the oontoab unpledged. The peo- 
ple knew tho men and knew also tho prin 
olples on which they acted, and thoy 
evidently believed that they would do what 
was best for the nation. In tho matter of 
malntaiaing the Integrity of the Empire it 
was well known both what they would do 
and what thoy would not do. There waa 
tho clearest understanding between them and 
tho oonatituoncies on that moat important 
of all queationa before the people. Bub it ia 
aatoniabing how iibtla was said about it In 
the apeeohea and addreaaea of tho 
oandidatea. Neither were the loaders 
of the Unionist party asked what 
they propoaed to do with roBpoob to tho 
House of Lords if thoy wero returned to 
power. This seems singular, for the Liber 
ala would have tho world believe thot thoro 
was a large party in Great) Britain who 
were determined that radical changes should 
be made in the oonatltntion of the Upper 
Chamber, if, indeed, it would bo permitted 
to exist, Bub we have not heard that any 
pledge was exacted of any Conaervative or 
Liberal Unionist candidate with roapoot to 
the ending or the mending of the Houeo n{ 
Lords, Mr. Balfonr and Mr, Chamberlain 
apoke of aome propoaed legislation with re 
specb to labor and tho condition of tho 
working classes. But nothing very dofinlto 
waa said on these subjects. The intentions of 
the Unionista on those nisttern did 
take tho form of planka of a platform. No 
oDo seems to have thought that a platfotm 
w^a necessary, or that Lord Salisbury and 
his asBociatea required to be bound down to 
any specific policy, foreign or donioatic. 

It aeema to be the general impression tho 
the new Government in llio matter of foreign 
relatione will uphold tho dignity of th 
nation ; that it will do what la fair, and tha 
it will not make ooncesalons to any nation 
on any subject that will bring dieoredit on 
tho British name. It is nob thought bhab 
the Government will bo a (luarrolaonio Gov 
ernmont, but it ia bollovod tliat it will no 
be bullied into giving up what it believes it 
haa a right to hold. These beliefs are baaed 
not on tho profeasione and promiaea of tho 
men who now form tho Government, bub on 
what arc known to bo the character and the 
principles of ita loader.

With aomo 400 
men, a oouplo of mounfuin '^n'l f"** 

native levies, Colonel Kelly mnrched '220 
miles through a most difiiuult and a lioatilo 
country, crossed a pisa 12.000 feot high 
through unow four foot deep, fought tsvo 
victorious battles with an onomy strongly 
introDohed and nuniorioally superior, re- 
lieved tho garrison of Mastuj, and finally 
raited tho aiogo of Chitral. Che trannport 
malea and^ponies woco unequal to the tasks 
imposed upon them, tho coolies had desert- 
ed in large numbera, but suoh waa the force 
of dieciplinn and tho enorpiy of tho com- 
manding oflioor that the Shandur Paaa waa 
eucoeaefally creased by the expedition oar- 
rying ita own guns and atores. Perhaps tho 
nature of the feat can hardly be 
fully appreciated except by those who 
have bad tome practical experience of 
the handlloR of metal at temporaturea far 
bslow zero ; but 43 oaaea of froat-bite and 
63 of anow-blindneaa amount to one-fourth 
of the force, and may aervo to oonvey some 
Idea of the purely phyaloal diflSouUica that 
bad to be overcome. The military dilliiiul- 
tiea were not leaa formidable, and nothing 
but the utmost circumapootlon on the part 
of tho commander, seoocdad by the most uo- 
flinohing devotion on tho part of the men, 
ODuld have carried the expedition triumph- 
ant through ita trials. 

For an exploit of thia kind, ao far ro- 
oved from tho oonvontional fulfilment of 
obvious duty that fre((uenlly rccolvca an 
equal reward, a Companionahip of tho Bath 
hardly appoara »n adf(iiiate reoonnitlon. 

Col. Kolly and tho heroic defenders of 
Chitral will bo remembered by posterity, 
not because they were allowed by a grate, 
ful Sovereign and an appreciative nation to 
write C. B. af tor their names, but because 
they performed deeda worthy the heroes of 
any age or any nation, and because thoy 
proved to tha world that tho British aoldier 
in thia ninotoonth century hoa not degener- 
ated, that ho atlU dosorvea to be ranked with 
the boat and tho braveat of the men who 
built up the Britiah Empire.

Ho was handling a small phial of 
aulphurio acid, corked, when an explosion 
ooourrod, the result of an unlooked for 
generation of gaa. Tho acid waa diatributod 
ovor Mr. Langley'a face and hands, causing 
him exoruoiatlng pain, and the worst results 
would undoubtedly have ooourred had not 
tho assistant in the atoro quickly applied 
aweeb oil freely, Tho application waa elluo- 
tivo, and though slightly scarred Mr. 
Langley will not be permanently marked by 
tho accident.

Back apoko last night on tho 
aohen'.e ha ia advocating for the establish 
ment of an institution for the adult blind on 
the Sound, 

Tho leotaro at the A.O.U.W. hall was 
somewhat thinly attended, no doubt on ac 
count of the boiaterous weather whioh made 
It very unpleasant, especially fiir ladies, to 
1)3 abroad, Llout. Col. Prior, M.P., was 
chairman and britfly Introduced Capt, 
Beck, t xprcsaing his sympathy with those 
uofortunato enongb to be stricken with 
blindness, and in whose oauae Capt. Beck 
waa laboring. 

Captain Back In hia opening remarks said 
that the subject was tuch a worthy one that 
there waa no great need to expatiate on it. 
His own work on Puget Sound for tho paat 
few years had been euflicienb guarantee of 
his honesty of purpose. Blind himself, ho 
know how dreadful was tho monotony of 
darkness. In Uiin;»da there waa no institu- 
tion for the blind noarer than lirantford, 
Ontario, and there only children were taken. 
There was no provision for tho adult blind, 
thn men and women stricken with tho 
ullhution that deprived them of a meana of 
earning their livelihood, and left them more 
holploes than the very children. He told 
hia own story of how, when captain of a ves- 
sel oil Cape Horn, his sight was destroyed 
by the refaction of tho sun'a rays from ice- 
bergs, and apoke of tho weary months of 
treatment In the hospital, his mingled hopes 
and fears and the despondency that camo 
when he roalii'.ad the dreadful truth 
that ho would never see again, 
though ab laet ho had become 
reconciled to his condition. There waa 
groat lack of proper sympathy with the 
blind; a blind man or woman was often 
treated like a leper on the street and avoid- 
ed by the puaaera by. It often aoemod 
atrange to him that while tho government 
had done so much for the care of children, 
the adult blind ahould be neglected. List 
year throuch hia oxortlona a Seaman's 
Institute had been opened in Tacoma, and 
then it struck him that he mli^ht 
also take up the work of organizing an in- 
stitution whoro tho adulb blind would find 
a home and be taughb useful occupations so 
bat thoy might bo self-supporting. Ho had 
with this idea started oub for Alaska laat 
May, and in five week's time had secured 
300 signatures in favor of his scheme, and 
above all expensea cleared $-100. 
Hia scheme waa that subacrlbera of 
$5 or upwards should be life members, and 
these members in each prcvinoa or state 
ahould elect a representative to act aa true 
tec or director. The City whioh offered the 
most indnoementa should have tho Institu 
tion built there, bub wherever Is was, tho 
fundamental principle was bbab it waa for 
mankind. Neither aex, oge, nationality nor 
color would ho debarred. Basket making, 
chair making, mattroaaes and ship's fenders 
couM be made by tho iamatea. 

Ab tho close of tho lecture a muaioal pro- 
gramme waa rendered by Moaara. Wolfl, 
Thomas, Grizolle and Sohl and Misa WolfT. 
A collection waa taken up and the audience 
were Invited to subscribe to tho fund for 
the scheme, tbe chairman sotting tho good 
example.

TELEGRAPH MAGNATES. 

Hetnrn of Messrs. Uackay and Hosmer-After 
Dining at the Driard Tbey Leave 
for San Francisco. 

Two gentlemen, whoae viait to V ictoria 
and the Pacific Coaat may be productive ot 
oonaiderabie improvement in tbe telegraphic 
service generally, arrived laat night by the 
steamer Queen after a short visit to Alaska, 
Tbey are Messrs. John W. Mackay, presi- 
dent of tho Postal Telegraph Company, and 
C. R. Hoamor, who ia at the head of tho 
Canadian Pacific Telegraph Company. Thoy 
have with tliem aa thoir guest Mr. Mat- 
thews, reference to whom waa made 
thoir arrival from tho Kaat. Both 
the gentlemen named wialiod it to bo dis- 
tlnotly understood tiiut thoir trip ia ono of 
pleaauroonly and that they have thoroughly 
enjoyed thomBoIvea from i ho moment that 
they started on voyage to the present time, 
ilr. Hosmer aaid ho was heartily glad to 
get away even for a short time from ' the 
buzzing of the wires and to really foel that 
ho waa not liable at any moment to bo por- 
oinptorlly called up to diaposo of bdhio 
matter of busitiese thousands of milos from 
his cllioe, and which might indeed involve 
moat important consequences. 

He wished to state that his visit to Alaska 
was in no way connected with the ramored 
taking up and operating of the line tbrongb 
Alaska and Siberia which had been oontem.

ing a quantity of both consigomenta. There 
has been some dispnte over the settlement 
for tbe dariages, hence the commencement 
of the action. On Monday night Deputy U, 
S. marshal 0. S. Bridges was placed In 
charge of tbe ship and will so remain until 
the libel is aatlafied or bonda glvon.

Clilcaco Women's Knterprise. 

Thirty-three of the women's clubs of 
Chicago — fancy what activities lU'o con- 
veyed ill tliat list — have united to sup- 
port "The Model Workshop and Lodg- 
ing House assnc-iat ion. " which is incor- 
]iorated for the piu'iin.^e of owning prop- 
erty.. Dr. Sarah llackert Stevenson is 
its iiresideu'. At jiresi'iit the lodging 
house is occupying temiJoniry quarters, 
which, althciugh tla? cnteriiriso is new, 
ar(< already ])niving too small for tho 
uumbor ot women who aro availing 
themselves of this opportunity. A Chi- 
cago paper states that as many as 80 
women, on the average, spend the^iglit 
at tho honse, the charge being ISeSntsa 
night, which inchulos a bath and a 
clean nightgown. Think of tho comfort 
of the jHjor wayfarer witli such a grate- 
ful provision as this last. There is a sit- 
ting room, whicli all are privileged to 
use, and also a library. 

There is as yet no workshop, aa lack, 
of room ]irevejits it, but women ciro al- 
^lowcd to pay for lodgiug by doing 
housework suid sowing. When the woi-k- 
fihop is established, it will furnish many 
different kinds of work. Ono of the 
most inti'i'e.-l iug and valuable things 
about this iiortson of tho enterprise is 
that espi'tial i)ains will bo taken to 
work against the sweatshops. When it 
is possilde, woi-k is found for those who 
wish it. As soon as the funds are raised 
tho ass(<narion will build, bnt it has 
wisely gone to work in showing tho 
need for its work by routing quarters 
first aud not waiting for a lot, bricks 
and mortar. — Chicago Letter. 



Women In Pnbllc OflSce. 

Tliero aro three licensed woman doc- 
tors in the summer corps of medical in- 
spectors ap])oiiited by tho board of 
health. All of them are youthful spin- 
sters : JMiss Mitchell, M. D. , Miss i)oano, 
M. D., and .^li.ss Wei.ss. M. D. Tho other 
d(x3tors ot tho body offered no objection 
ro the s3lection of these three inspect- 
ors, all of whom aro said to be fully 
qualified to perform tlio duties of their 
OfSco. Their salary is ^100 a month, 
and we l)i\yo no doub^ tliov will earn it 
by faithful ser\nco. It Is a most labori- 
on.s duty to wliich they have been ap- 
pointed. ■ 

With .vnnicn laboring for the board 
of health and for tho board of educa- 
tion and for tho street cleaning depart- 
ment, there can be no ground of com- 
])laint that women aro excluded from 
public office. Several of thiiin have been 
anxious to get employment in the police 
department, and it is possible that some 
women are already employed there. 
'J'hey have sought for places tliis year in 
all the municipal dep;u-tmeuts, includ- 
ing those of law, finance, excise and 
public works, aud their claims have re- 
ceived a full measure of attention. 

There is no doubt tliat hniidrods of 
wonieu arc as \v< II lilted as men are 
'likidj- to be for imblic office. It is a 
mournful cirruiustaiico tliat all women 
do not becouio wives after they hav(> 
reached tho maiTiageable age. — New 
York Sun.

TU BB8T0BE LILIITOKALANI. 

Another Fillbasterine Scheme Exposed— 
Rudolph Spreckels Said to Be a Pro. 
moter of tbe Project. 

San Francisco, Aug. 5 — Tbe Chronicle 
has published a story exposing an alleged 
plot to restore Queen Liliuokalunl at Hono- 
lulu. Rudolph Spreokels, the youngest 
eon of Ulaua Sprcckols, is said to 
be in the echeme. it ia one cf the 
beat oontrlved and most dangoroue lili- 
bastering expeditiona over titled out on 
Amcrioau soil, its object being to overthrow 
the HawAlian republic, restore to the 
throne eX'(,>aeen Liliuokalani and divide 
lands and moneys worth approximately 
$27,000,000 among some 200 freebooters 
piuktd up by ones and twos in 
Western Amerloa. The active agent 
of tbe conspirators ia W. P. Mor- 
row, a native of Conneotiout, 
aged HI, recently a resident of Grass 
V.illey. The first local intimation of tbe 
expedition appeared In an advertisement a 
few days ago. The advortisement whioh 
roads : " Tinibcrmcn and hunters to escort 
proapecting party ; good pay to ffood men ; 
Btato iif,'n ; 'are SIO Addrcas I' )x 1,25!), 
Exundnor oliice." 

A reporter anawered the advortieemcn t, 
and in a few houre received the following 
typew ritten reply : " We want men for an 
expt ilition in which there will probably be 
aome fighting in the interest; of 90,000 peo- 
ple, with leas than 5,000 ti oppose them." 
Tho reporter then arranged an interview 
with Mr. Morrow, and cillcd upon him at 
his boarding houeo, The expedition was in 
diacuBBioD, and the reporter evinced a deairo 
to join it. 

Morrnw explained : " Tlie Echome ia to 
roatoro tlie Qaeon of tho Hawaiian lalands. 
We will enlist 200 t;o 400 men fi om hero and 
take a sailing veasol from this port within 
ton days or two weiks. In tho city of 
Honolulu the Dole government claims 8 000 
adherentH, and of these .'iOOO there 
are 1,000 who are fiicnda of the 
Royalists. Oat of the 120 men who 
make up ttie Bt.kDding army, wo olaim 
have five men ready to do tbe bidding of 
tho Revolutionary party, and onb of the 
militia wo can command the services of fifty 
men. 

" The proposition in regard to the Qaeen 
is to place her on the throne as a 
figurehead, with the head olfioor of tho 
RovolntioDary pirty in control of aflaira. 
Rudolph Spreckela has planted 1,000 stands 
of arms to bo used by tho revolutionists on 
tho island cf Maui. The Sprtukelaes have 
little use for tho provisional government, 
and would furnish arms to the natives, ex- 
cept that the natives cannot uao them, and 
to this fact 1 attribute tho failure of the 
last uprising." 



A NOVA SCOTIA STOEil. 

Terrible Anionut of Daniaee Done In Fifteen 
Minutes by Wind and Kaln. 

BuiDiJKTOWN, N.S., Aug. 6.— A terrible 
storm of wind accompanied by rain s ruck 
about three miles east of here on 
Sunday evening. It lasted about fifteen 
minntes, doing frightfnl damage. Tbe 
efTects of the storm can be compared 
only to the tornadoes of which we read. 
The damage to a portion of the district of 
CiarcDca and Pardiz through whioh the 
storm paaaod can bo oatimated only in thou- 
sands of dollars. Large elmo and other 
shade trees were snapped like pipe stems, 
chimneys were blown down, window 
panes broken and sashes driven into 
rooms. Orchard trees of over twenty 
years' growth were torn up by the roots 
and hurled to on incredible distance by 
the fury of the wind. Fences were leveled 
to the ground and stone walls de- 
molished. Barns and stables oontaining 
quantities of hay were torn to pieces and 
destroyed. The top story of a barn was 
carried bodily for a mile and a half and a 
piece of scantling two by three Inobes and 
about five feet long was fonnd driven verti- 
cally three feet into the earth.
